But, having gained very credible intelligence, on 
the 2xft of the fame month, whereby I bad reaſon to 
ſuppoſe the French fleet was then but a few leagues far- 
ther to the Weſtward, the courſe betore ſteered was 
altered accordingly. 

On the morning of the 28th the Enemy were diſco- 
vered far to windward, and partial. actions were en- 
gaged with them that evening and the next day. 

The weather gage baving been obtained, in the 
progreſs of the laſt mentioned day, and the fleet being 
in a ſituation for bringing the Enemy to cloſe action 
the iſt inſtant, the ſhips bore up together for that pur- 
poſe, between ſeven and eight o'clock in the morning. 

The French, their force confiiling of twenty-fix thips 
of the line, oppoſed to his Majeſty's fleet of twenty- 
five (the Audacious having parted company with the 
ſternmoſt ſhip of the line, captured! in the night of the 
28th) waited for the action, and ſuſtained the attack 
with their cuſtomary reſolution, 

In leſs than an hour after the cloſe action commenced 
in the center, the French Admiral, engaged by the 
Queen Charlotte crowded oft, and was followed by 
moſt of the ſhips of his van in condition to carry fail 
after him, leaving with us about ten or twelve of his 
crippled or totally diſmaſted ſhips, excluſive of one 
ſunk in the engagement, The Queen Charlotte had 
then Joit her fore-ropmaſt, and the main- topmaſt fell 
over over the ſide very ſoon after. 

The greater number of the other ſhips of the Britiſh 
fleet were, at this time, ſo much difabled or widely 
ſeparated, and under ſuch circumſtances with reſpect 
to thoſe ſhips of the Enemy in a ſtate for action, and 
with which the firing was ſtill continued, that two or 
three, even of their diſmantled ſhips, attempting to get 
away under a ſpritſail ſingly, or master ſail raiſed on 
the ſtump of the foremaſt, could not be detained. |

A letter, of which the following is a copy, from 
Admiral Ear] Howe to Mr. Stephens, ſupplementary 
to his Lordſhip's letter of the 2d inſt. publiſhed in the 
London Gazette Extraordinary of the 11th, was re- 
ceivec laſt night. - | 

In the extract of the journal herewith incloſed, the pro- 
ceedings of the fleet are ſtated from the time of leaving 
St. Helen's, on the 2d of laſt month, to that of the 
firſt diſcovery of the French fleet on the 28th of the 
ſame. For the farther information of the Lords Com- 
miſſioners of the Admiralty, I have now therefore to 
relate the ſubſequent tranſactions not already commu— 
nicated in my diſpatch of the 2d inſt. to be delivered 
by my Firſt Captain, Sir Roger Curtis, 


I 


__ Early 
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Early on the morning of the 28th, the enemy were 
diſcovered by the advanced frigates, far diſtant on the 
weather- bow. The wind then freſh from the S. by W. 
with a very rough ſea. 

They came down, for ſome time, in a looſe order, 
| ſeemingly unappriſed that they had the Britiſh fleet in 
view. After hauling to the wind when they came 
nearer, they were ſome hours before they could com- 
pletely form in regular order of battle upon the ſtar- 
board tack ; the Britiſh fleet continuing as before in the 

order of ſailing. f 

The time required for the Enemy to perfect cheir 
diſpoſition, had facilitated the nearer approach of his 
Majelty's fleet to them, and tor the ſeparately appointed 
and detached part of it, commanded by Rear-Admural 
Paſley, to be placed more advantageouſly for making 
an impreſſion on their rear, 

The ſignals denoting that intention being made, the 
Rear-Admiral, near upon the cloſe of day, led his di- 
viſion on with peculiar firmneſs, and attacked a three- 
decked ſhip, (the Revolutionaire) the ſternmoſt in the 
Enemy's line, 

Making known ſoon after that he had a topmaſt diſ- 
abled, aſſiſtance was directed to be given to him in 
that ſituation, The quick approach of night only al- 
lowed me to obſerve, that Lord Hugh Seymour Con- 
way in the Leviathan, with equal good judgement and 
determined courage, puſhed up alongſide of the three- 
decked French ſhip, and was ſupported, as it appeared, 
by Captain Parker, of the Audacious, in the moſt ſpi- 
rited manner. 

The darkneſs which now prevailed did not admit of 
my making any more accurate obſervations on the con- 
duct of thoſe ſhips and others concerned in the ſame 
ſervice; but I have ſince learnt, that the Leviathan 
ſtretched on farther a-head, for bringing the ſecond 
ſhip from the enemy's rear to action, as ſoon as her for- 
mer ſtation could be occupied by a ſucceeding Britiſh 
ſhip; alſo that the three-decked fhip in the enemy's 
Fear as aforeſaid, being unſuſtained by their 3 2 

uck 
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ſtruck to the Audacious, and that they parted company 
together ſoon after. 

The two opponent fleets cen on the ſtarboard 
tack, in a parallel direction, the Enemy ſtill to wind— 
ward the remainder of the night. The Britiſh fleet ap- 
pearing in the morning of the 29th, when in order of 
battle, to be far enough advanced for the (hips in the 
van to make ſome farther impreſſion on the Enemy) 8 
rear, was tacked in ſucceſſion with that intent. 

The. Enemy wore hereupon from van to rear, and 
continued edging down in line a-head to engage the 

van of the Britiſh fleet; when arrived at ſuch diſtance 
as to be uſt able to reach our moſt advanced ſhips, 
their headmoſt ſhips, as they came ſucceſſively into the 
wake of their reſpective ſeconds a-head, opened with 
that diſtant fire upon the headmoſt hip of the Britiſh 
van. The fignal for paſting through their line, made 
when the fleet tacked before, was then renewed. 

It could not be for ſome time ſeen, through the fire 
from the two fleets in the van, to what extent that ſig- 
nal was complied with. But as the ſmoke at intervals 
diſperſed, it was obſcrved that the Cæſar, the leading 
ſhips of the Britith van, after being about on the ſtar- 
board tack, and come abreaſt of the Queen Charlotte, 
had not kept to the wind: and that the appointed 
movement would conſequently be liable to fail of the 
| Propo! ied effect. 
ne Queen Charlotte therefore immediately tacked ; 
and, follo ved by the Bellerophon, her ſecond altern, 
and ſoon joined by the Leviathan, paſſed through 
in the action, between the fifth and fixth ſhips in 
the rear of the enemy's line. She was put about 
again on the larboard tack forthwith, after the Enemy, 
in preparation for renewing the action with the advan- 
tage of that weathermoſt ſituation. 

The reſt of the Britiſh fleet being at this time paſſing 
to leeward, and without the ſternmoſt chips, moltly of 
the French line, the Enemy wore again to the eaſtward 
in ſacceſhon for ſuccouring the diſabled ſhips of their 
rear ; which intemion, * reaſon of the then diſunited 

ſtate 
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ſtate of the fleet, and having no more than the two 
crippled ſhips, the Bellerophon and Leviathan, at that 
time near me, I was unable to obltruct. 

The Enemy having ſucceeded in chat operation, 
wore round again, atter ſome diſtant cannonading of 
the neareſt Britiſh ſhips, occaſionally returned, and 
ſtood away in order of battle on the larboard tack, fol- 
| lowed by the Britiſh fleet, iu the ſame order (but with 
the weather-gage tetained) as ſoon as the ſhips coming 
forward to cloſe with the Queen Charlotte were ſuitably 
arranged. 

The fleets remained ſeparated ſome few miles in view 
at times on the int. rmifſion of a thick fog, which laited 
moſt part of the two next days. 

The Commander of a fleet, their Lordſhips know, 
is unavoidably fo confined in his view of the occurrences 
in time of battle, as to be little capable of rendering 
perſonal teſtimony to the meritorious ſervice of officers. 
who have profited, in a greater extent, by the oppor- 
tunities to diſtinguiſh them'elves on ſuch occaſions. 

To diſcharge this part of my public duty, reports 
were calied for from the flag office s of che fleet, for 
ſupplying the defects of my obſervance, under the li- 
mited circumſtances above-mentioned. Thoſe officers, 
therefore, who have ſuch particular claim to my atten- 
tion, are the Admirals Graves and Sir Alexander Hood; 
the Rear Admirals Bowyer, Gardner, and Paſley; the 

Captains Lord Hugh Seymour Conway, Pakenham, 
Berkeley, Gambier, John Harvey, Payne, Parker, 
Henry Harvey, Pringle, Duckworth, and Elphin- 
ſtone. Special notice is alſo due of the Captains 
Nichols, of the Sovereign, and Hope, of the Belle- 
rophon, who became charged with and well conducted 
thoſe ſhips, when the wounded flag officers, under 
whom they reſpectively ſerved therein, were no longer 
able to remain at their poſts; and the Lieutenants 
Monckton, of the Marlborough, and Donnelly, of the 
Montague, in fimilar ſituations. Theſe ſelections, 
however, ſhould not be conſtrued to the diſadvantage 
of other Commanders, who may have been equally de- 

lerving

ſerving of the approbation of the Lords Commiſſioners 
of the Admiralty, although I am not enabled to make 
a particular ſtatement of their merits. 

To the reports from the flag officers are added thoſe 
required from the ſeveral captains of the fleet ; whereby 
their Lordſhips will become more particularly ac- 
quainted with the meritorious ſervices of the ſeveral 
commanders, and animated intrepidity of their ſubor- 
dinate officers and ſhips companies, to which the defeat 
of the enemy, with every advantage of ſituation and 
circumſtance in their favour, is truly to be aſcribed. 
To the like purport I beg my teſtimony in behalf of 
he officers and company of every deſcription in the 
Queen Charlotte, may be accepted.

ADMIRAL EARL HOWE. 


Mr, Secretary Dunpas, purſuant to the notice he 
had given of moving for a vote of thanks to Earl Howe, 
and the other Admirals, Officers, and Seamen of the 
Britiſh fleet, entered into a very ſtrong eulogium on 
the noble Earl's conduct. He called the victory lately 
obtained over the French navy, one of the moſt brilliant 
actions that ever the page of hiſtory recorded: it was a 
victory ſo brilliant and fo ſignal, that the enemy had 
not the pretence to ſay that they were overpowered by 
a ſuperior force. What his own feelings were upon the 
occaſion, he had not language ſufficiently adequate to 
do juſtice to; and what the Feeling of the public were 
on this moſt glorious event, might be read in the gene- 
ral expreſſions of joy throughout the kingdom. Never 
was an action fought with greater bravery; never was 
the ſkill of the noble Earl fo admirably exemplified, or 
ſo ſucceſsfully put into practice. His manceuvres were 
of the moſt maſterly kind, and his courage did honour 
to his profeſſion, It frequently happened in naval en- 
gagements, that the admirals had to blame the officers, 
and the officers the admirals; but on the late occaſion, 
the admirals, officers, and men, ſeemed to be animated 
with one ſoul, to be fired with the ſame ardour, and to 
be impelled by one motive to action. This brilliant 
victory was ſingular in one reſpect, that no one man 
had to call another to account for his conduct. The 
loweſt ſeaman in the fleet looked upon himſelf on that 
day as the conqueror of the enemy. What demanded 
the greateſt poſſible commendation, was the national 
humanity that had been evinced; for ſcarcely had the 
minds of the men ſubſided from that degree of heat 
and fierceneſs that of neceſſity muſt be produced under 
uch circumſtances, when, according to the firſt diſpatch 

8 that 
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that was ſent home by the noble: Farl, they uſed the 
vtmoſt exertions to ſave the lives of the men on board 
the ſinking ſhips of the encmy. * Let any man (ex- 
claimed Mr. Dundas) contraſt this conduct with the 
decree of another nation, the object of which is, that 
no quarter is to be ſhewn!” Mr. Dundas ſaid, he 
ſhould not dwel! longer upon the ſubject, becauſe what 
he could ſay would by no means add to the merit of 
the noble Earl. There was, however, one circumſtance 
that he begged leave to ſtate : He happened to be 
preſent at a converſation that took place about a year 
ago, between his Maj:ſty's Miniſters and the gallant 
Earl, who ſurpriſed him on account of the eagerneſs that 
he difp! ayed at his time of life, and the keenneſs and 
fire with which he appeared to be animated. His 
great wiſh was to meet the enemy, which he had fo 
completely conquered. But the reaſon why he men- 
tioned this circumſtance was to prove, that if any ſul- 
picion had been entertained that the noble Earl de- 
clinced to meet the French fleet, it was totally void of 
foundation; for he would aſſert, that the conduct of the 
noble and gallant Admiral was as confpicuous every 
day fince he took the command of the fleet, as it was 
in the engagement that took place on the firſt of June, 
It was alſo particularly worthy of obſervation, that the 
naval ſtate of this country at preſent, confidered in 
point of force, and conſidered in point of the {kill of 
the commanders, and the bravery of the men, was never 
ſo great or powerful in any period of our hiſtory, 
During the whole courſe of the war we had loſt but 
thier ſkips of inferior force: on the other hand, we 
had captured not leſs than 118 of the enemy's ſhips, 
beſides thoſe that we ſunk and deſtroyed. It would be 
ncedleſs for him to ſay wore upon the preſent occaſion, 
as he had not the ſmalleſt ſhadow of doubr, but chat 
every Member in that Houſe would give his moſt 
hearty concurrence to the reſolution that he had the 
honour to lubmit. | 
Mr. Dundas concluded with moving, That the 
thanks of Bis Houle be given to Admiral Earl Howe, 


for 
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for bis able and gallant conduct in the moſt brilliant 
and deciſive victory obtained over the French fleet, on 
the firſt day of this inſtant June, by the fleet under his 
command, | 

That the thanks of this Houſe be given to Admiral 
Graves, Admiral Sir Alexander Hood, Knight of the 
moſt Honourable Order of the Bath, Rear Admiral 

Bowyer, Rear Admiral Caldwell, Rear Admiral Gard- 
ner, Rear Admiral Paſley, and Sir Roger Curtis, Knt. 
and to the ſeveral Captains and Officers of the fleet 
under the command of Admiral Earl Howe, for their 
bravery and gallant conduct on the ſaid moſt glorious 
occaſion ; and that Admiral Earl Howe do ſignify the 
ſame to them. 

That this Houſe doth highly approve of, and ac- 
knowledge the ſervices of the Seamen, Marines, and 
Soldiers, on board the ſhips under the command of 
Admiral Earl Howe, in the late glorious victory over 
the French fleet; and that the Captains of the ſeveral 
ſhips do ſignify the ſame to their reſpective crews, 
and do thank them for their gallant behaviour, 

Mr. Fox expreſſed, in the warmeſt terms that his 
heart could ſuggeſt; his entire concurrence with the 
motion ; for, however he might have differed with the 
noble Earl, who was the object of it, in political queſ- 
tions, on that great man's military and naval talents he 
had ever entertained but one opinion, viz. that they 
had been ever ſuch as ſet enmity at defiance, and made 
ſilence the utmoſt effort of malignity. As to the ſug- 
geltion that might have eſcaped ignorant people, im- 
patient for events which were not to be commanded, 
and who, when an Admiral went to ſca, expected him 
to bring into Britiſh ports a French fleet in triumph, 
he, for his part, deſpiſed them; and therefore, when 
Lord Howe had failed of getting up with the French 
fleet on a former occaſion, he was in his own mind con- 
vinced, that it was becauſe it was IMPOSSIBLE to get 
up with thein; had it been poſſible, e noble Admiral 
would have done it, for in all tins he had maintained 
one uniform reputation, invilpurayuic for bill, and in- 

dilputable 
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diſputable for ſpirit. He wiſhed that the Right Hon. 
Secretary had confined his obſervations merely to Lord 
Howe, and not, under convoy, as it were, of that great 
man's name, carry encomiums on the conduct of Ad- 
miniſtration, or tack to the preſent account the ſhips 
taken on another; he would not, however, ſuffer that 
to detract from the opinion he meant to offer, or ani— 
madvert on any part of the Right Honourable Gentle- 
man's ſpeech, leſt it ſhould ſubject his ſentiments as to 
the late glorious victory to ambiguous or equivocal con- 
ſtruction. 

Mr. Fox then entered into a ſtrain of warm enco- 
mum and applauſe of the victory of his Lordſhip, 
which he ſaid was nor only deciſive, and magnificent 
in the whole, and uniform in all its parts, and, above 
all, crowned with humanity, the inſeparable companion 
of valour, but was as important in its conſequences, as 
it was brilliant in acquiſitron : and brilliant above all 
victories, he ſaid, it would be, if Miniſters would turn 
it to the view of obtaining a juſt and honourable peace, 
inſtead of making it the pretext of perſiſting in a fruit- 
leſs and ruinous war. On the whole, he declared, thar 
he never had given his aſſent to the thanks of that 
Houſe with more heartfelt pleaſure, or with more irre- 
ſiſtible impulſe from his reaſon, than he ſhould then do 
to the noble Admiral, who, after a long life which 
would have rendered any man illuſtrious, had catched 
new and greater laurels, and added even to the reſplen- 
dence of his fame. 

Mr. Fox added, that he firmly believed there never 
was an event in Britiſh Hiſtory on which the rejoicings 
were more heartfelt, or ſo unanimous. 

He was followed by 

Mr. STANLEY and Mr. Rozinson, who were de- 
termined not to give a ſilent vote on ſo glorious an 
event, 

The queſtion was then pur, and carried nem. con. 

Mr. Dundas then roſe, and after having, in terms 
the moſt pathetic, deplored the death of Captain Mon-

would render his abſence from the fleet extremely in- 
convenient; and therefore he thought it would be bet- 
ter to have the thanks of the Houſe tranſmitted by the 
Lord Chancellor. 

The Duke of GRrarron faid, be knew that the 
orders of the Houſe did not require that any motion 
ſhould be ſeconded : if they did, he ſhould have been 
zealous to have the 3 of ſtanding forward upon 
this occaſion. He could not, however, avoid ſaying 
a few words upon this ſubject. He had had the honour 
of living in habits of the greateſt intimacy and fr iend- 
ſhip with the noble Admiral for a period of above 
thirty-five years; and during that whole time, he had 

2 formed 
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formed but one opinion of him, which was, that, ex- 
cluſive of his valuable qualities as a man, he was moft 
__ eminently diſtinguiſhed as a ſtateſman, a ſeaman, and a 
hero. If he were to attempt, upon this occaſion, to call 
to the recollection of the Houle the various important 
ſervices performed by the noble Lord for his country, 
his want of ahilities to deſcribe them might, perhaps, 
take from the luſtre which belonged to them: he could 
not, however, avoid juſt mentioning ſome of the many 
_ glorious exploits performed by the noble Lord, which 
mult for ever enſure to him the gratitude of his country. 
The ſkill and bravery diſplayed by him. in the war 
before the laſt, when he brought the Magnanime, which 
he then- commanded, cloſe to a fort on the ifle of Rhe 
and ſilenced it, was an act which, at that time, excited 
the admiration of the whole kingdom. When after- 
wards he a&ed, together with the late Admiral Keppel, 
under the celebrated Lord Hawke, in the engagement 
on the coaſt of France with Monſieur de Conflans, he 
conducted himſelf in ſuch a manner as to receive from 
Lord Hawke the moſt diſtinguiſhed marks of approba- 
tion. Paſſing over a variety of other important ſervices, 
he ſhould come to the perjod when Lord Howe had a 
command in America laſt war; and here he would 
venture to ſay, that if his conduct on that ſervice was 
tried by the teſts of truth and candour, the reſult would 


15 be highly to his honour. He came now to a circym- 


ſtance which excited the aſtoniſhment and admiration of 
all Europe, and was alone ſufficient to rank him among 
the firſt ſeamen this country ever praduced—he meant, 
the relief of Gibraltar, in the face of the combined 
fleets of France and Spain, which were at that time more 
in number by one third than his own. It was upon 
this accaliqn that the great Frederick of Pruſſia paid his 
tribute of approbation to Lord Howe, in a letter which 
he ſent to him through the medium af his Miniſter at 
this Court. If any more was neceſſary to eſtabliſh the 
character of this gallant Admiral, it only remained ta 
mention his laſt glorious victory, by which the naval 
ſuperiority of England was clearly aſcertained.

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His Grace ſaid, he was ſure there was not one noble 
Lord in that Houſe—nay, more, that there was not one 
true Briton, who did not feel the utmoſt . to the 
noble Lord ſor his important ſervices; and if it could 
be ſaid of any man, it might be ſaid of him, He may 
read his hiſtory in a nation's eyes, , 

The Duke of Bevrorp ſaid, he could not reſiſt 
the ſtrong impulſe which he felt ro join in congratula- 
tion with the reſt of his countrymen to the noble Lord. 
It was impoſſible for any one to feel more ſtrongly than 
he did the important ſervice rendered by that gallant 
Admiral co his country by his late victory He rejoiced 
at it the more, as he hoped it would point out to Mi- 
niſters, that the ſea was the proper element upon 
which to exert the force of England, becauſe there it 
would always be crowned with ſucceſ:—He rejoiced at 
it alſo, becauſe he hoped it would tend in a very conſi- 
derable degree to accelerate the reſtoration of the bleſ- 
ſings of peace. :; oo 

Lord LAUER DAL E ſaid, that he felt himfelf bound 


to ſay a few words, to prevent any miſconception of 
what had fallen from him when the Secretary of State 
gave notice of this Motion—he was afraid he might be 
ſuppoſed to have intimated ſomething like an idea of 
oppoſing this Motion, than which nothing could be 
farther Fob his intention. The conduct of the Noble 
Lord who was the ſubje& of this Motion, had been 
ſuch as to render it impoſſible for an idea of that kind 
to enter into the contemplation of any man in that 
Houſe, or in the Kingdom. So far from oppoſing, he 
wiſhed to be among the foremoſt in congratulating the 
Country, in congratulating the Noble Admiral, upon 
the glorious eyent. Whether, conſidering the ſervice 
upon which Lord Howe was ſent, and the immenſe 
importance it was of to this Country, a ſufficient force 
had been allowed him, was a point which he would not 
then conſider ; but even if the force were inſufficient, 
however blame might attach elſewhere, it muſt tend to 
increaſe the glory obtained by the Noble Lord. —He 
hoped that Miniſters would now be convinced, 3 
| = a ”— while 
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while England exerted herſelf at ſea, ſhe was invinci- 
ble; and that while the war continued, their attention 
_ would be turned to that object, and that they would no 
longer follow up their chimerical proje& of conquering 
France by land. Wherever the force of this Country 
had been employed for proper objects, it had been ſuc- 
ceſsful: in the Eaſt Indies, in the Weſt Indies, and 
on the Ocean, our progreſs was marked with victory; 
but when we attempted to ſubvert the internal Govern- 
ment of France, by attacking her by land, we were 
expoſed to all the checks and mortifications that reult 
neceſſarily attend fo wild a ſcheme. 

Viſcount Sypxgy ſaid, his intimate knowledge of, 
and ſincere friendſhip for the Noble Admiral, would 
not permit him to give a ſilent vote upon this ſubject. 
Great and important as the ſervice was which had been 
rendered by the Noble Lord to his Country, it did not 
exceed his expectation; becauſe he was (ſure, ' that 
whenever the opportunity offered, that Noble Perſon 
would maintain the honour of England and his own re- 
putation. He agreed with thoſe who thought this vic- 
ory would tend to accelerate a peace. The way to 
obtain peace was beating the enemy by fea and land, 
and not by encouraging them, by endeavouring to 
convince them that we were exhauſted, and unable to 
carry on the war. 

The Dukk of Crarzxce faid, that after ſo many 
Noble Lords had ſtated their ſentiments upon this ſub- 
Ject, the Houſe would forgive him if he treſpaſſed a few 
moments upon their attention By the late glorious 
victory obtained by Lord Howe, the ſuperiority of the 
_ Engliſh was eſtabliſhed, and he hoped would remain 
ſo for ever.—He could not avoid obſcrving, that in the 
two laſt wars, as well as upon the preſent occaſion, 
when che fleets of England and France met upon equal 
terms, the ſuperior {kill and ſteadineſs of the Engliſh 
were always manifeſted : this affertion was proved by 
three great naval victories; the firſt in the war before 
che lat, when Lord Hawke gained ſo glorious a victory 
over M. de Conflans; the Oe in 5 laſt war, 3

Lord Rodney, on the memorable 12th of April, ſo 
completely defeated the French in the Weſt Indies; 
and the third was the inſtance which they were then ce- 
lebrating. His Royal Highnefs concluded, by giving 
his moſt hearty approbation to the Motion.
